GEORGIA’S CAPITOL. 


AN APPEAL TO THE MEMBERS OF 
THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY. 


A Review ofthe Situstion—Some Interesting Read- 
ing, Which is Jonsideration of 
Every Georgian—Why Georgia Mater il 
Snrould Be Used in the Capitol. 


re 
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ATLANTA, Ga., November 10, 18341.—To the Mem 

of the General Assembly: Honorable 
and Representatives and fellow 
citizens: Shall tobe new capitol of 
Georgia be built of the durable and beauti- 
ful granite rock and marble of our own state, or, 
shell the principal and most prominent stone in 
the edifice consist of an-inferior oolite, imported 
from avothber locality? 

THE LAW, 


‘Re it enacted by the authority aforesaid, That 
the said capitol) building shall be built of granite 
rock and marble, as far as practicahle, and that all 
the maternais used in the construction of said 
building sball be those found ard procured in the 
sixte o) Georgian; provided, the same can be pro- 
cured as cheaply as other materials ot like quali- 
ty in otber Jocalities.” 

THE OOLITIC AN IILLEGAL ROCK. 

The oolitic limestone is not allowable under the 
statutory terms, ‘‘granite rock and marble,” nor 
under the building specifications calling for ‘“‘gran- 
jie and marble,” in pursuance of the law. 

It is insisted, that the word ‘rock’ should be re- 
garded as an independent term {mn no just sense 
can this be done as the law stands; and, to alter 
the statute and change its meaning by pointing 
the word ‘grauite’ witha comma, would amount 
to a reckless tampering with the law, while render 
ing it absurd and ludicrous. Thus ehanged, it 
would read, shall be built of granite, rock and mar- 
bie: the reconstructed phrase necessarily im plying 
that granite is not rock, and that marble is not 
rock! : * 

It is contended in the public prints by the act- 
ing clerk of the capitol Commission, siguing him- 
self as such, that the word “granite’’ being a noua 
with a particular meaning as a stone, and the 
word ‘rock’’ being also a noun signilying any 

atural deposit ot stony matter, therefore, tne 
word granite cannot justly be regarded as a de- 
scriptive defining the character of the “rock,” and 
there being no such Compound word as granite- 
rock, that it cannot be used in that way: and that 
eranitic rock would be the proper expression if it 
were desired to speak of a rock having 
the quaiities of granite, but granite-rock 
never: thence, attempting to ridicule the 
j tbat the two words nre used 

granite alone, as an effort of some 
‘obscure writer’ And he arrives atthe remark- 
ably strange conclusion that the legal intendment 
of the statute is the use of granite, rock or mar- 
bie! affirming that these words containuedin the 
law and which were considered carefully by the 
board give them ample authority to sele+t any of 
the building stones coming underthe names of 
granite, sandstone, limestone or any of the vari- 
ous grades o! marble.

THK QUESTION OF MARBLB. 

Is this oolitic limestone marble as. contemplated 
by the legislature, aud therefore allowabdie under 
theterm marble?’ Certainly not. Itis unlixe the 
excellent Georgia marbles that were in tne kuowl- 
edge and minos of the legislators, and which were 
so strongly emphasized before the legislative 
presence, inthe appeal, made invoking the as- 
sem bly on behalf of Georgia material. 

‘Marble, in itsstrict and proper sense, is a rock 
Crystalized in a saccharoidal inauner, having the 
fracture of loaf sugar, and composed of carbonate 
of lime—either aimost pure when the cvolor is 
white, or combined with oxideof iron or other 
im purities, which give various colors to it. But 
mary other kinds of stones are popularly” (vul- 
garly) “included under this title. Indeed, 
jimestone rock sufficiently compact to admit 
pclich iscalled marole. Itisonly in this vague 
sense that the indurated amorphus rocks used ia 
Great Britain can receive this name. Such are 
the black and gray and coral limestones of Devon- 
shire,’ ete. Chambers Eucy. 

“Many ornamental stones such as serpentine, 
alabaster, and even granite, are sometimes loosely 
césignated as marbles, but by accurate writers the 
term is restricted to those cr; staline and eompact

Marble in common, ‘‘(vulgar)"’ language, is the 
name applied to all soris of polished stones, em- 
ployed in the decoration of monumentsand pubtlie 
€cifices, or in the construction of private houses: 
Lutamong the materials thus made use of, it is 
necessary to distinguish the true marbles from 
those stones which have no just title to such des- 
igpation. In givinga short but universal char 
acter of marble. it may be said that it eftervesces 
with dilute nitric acid, and is capable of being 
scratched with fluor, while it eas'ly marks gyp 
sum. These properties will separate it at onee 
from the granite, porphyric 8 and silicious pul 
Gibg-stones, with which it bas been confounded, 
Ou one side,and from thé gypseous alabaster on tne 
Other. From the bard rock having been formerly 
included under the marbles, comes the adage, 
“hard as marble.’’—Ency. Americana. 

Under the heed, Calcareous Kocks, Lyell speaks 
of certain white chalk (usnally in a soft earthy 
slate) even passing into “a compact stone, or a 
sione Of which the separate parts are so minute as 
not to be distinguisbabie from each other by the 
naked eye.”’ ; 

Says Professor Tenney: ‘Considered in regard 
to structure, limestones are ¢ither compact or 
granular. The compactjlimestones break with a 
smooth surface, often conchoidal. Tae granular 
aie Crystalline, some varieties resembling loaf 
suger. 

‘All varieties of crystallized limestone cleave 
into rhombohedrons.’’ jd. 

Let us now bring forth from its quarry bed some 
blocks of this soit, oolite limestone, with its fraz- 
meuts of wood, impressions of ferns, cycade and 
other terresrial plants, and remains of beetles and 
many genera of reptiles, ete, and see how the 
bastard marbie wili appear in the light of tneabove 
€x position, 

Unlike the select, hardened specimens present- 
ed to the board, we see a mud-looking concretion. 
No beautilul appéarance greets tl.e proud, ambi- 
tiousfeye,aud we shrink back de: ~essed, as pehold- 
ing the ghastly relics ofsomesac ‘2cay. 

‘The deadly substance is not uarbly compact 
but soft and easily abraded; and it breaks witb a 
rough, nbotsmooth surface, nor with shell-vaive 
deviations or depressions; and the fracture readi- 
ly displays the argillo, calcareous and fossiliferous 
matters that compose the crumbly stone. 

But, tis claimed, the soft oolitic will indurate. 
Indeed! But would it not indurate like some in- 
ferior amorphus? Let it be -.remem- 
bered tbat this oolitic limestone has 
no “habitation ora pame’’ in the Parian kingdom. 
where the snow-white Parian marble, when ex: 
posed, indurates to perfection, ‘‘resisting decom- 
position for ages.’’ 

And what uf this uncertain, outlandish oolite 
does incurate for the better? While on probatica 
indurate, what evils might not assail to weakea 
and Geform, and cause the yielding stone to fall 
from the grace bestowed upon it? And whether, 
indeed, of itselfin this, our more changeable 
clin ate, this oolitic limestone would not disinte- 
grate and scale and fall to pieces? These queries 
sjoLe render the use of the soft sandstone a 
huzarcous experiment, to say the very least of the 
deacly substance, 

The following letter, addressed to my son by 
the secretary of the state of Tennessee, may atford 
sume lighton the subject, while it suggests a 
most Cautious procedure, even should you con 
clude it a wi-e! and safe! preeedent!to traverse the 
Willofthe former legislature ani legalize and 
accepten illegal material. 

NASHVILLE, Tenu., Ovctoder 31, 1881.—Piromis H. 
Beil, Esquire, Atlanta. Ga. Dear sir: Yours of 
the 30th instant to haud. In reply I would say 
that the outer walls of the capitol of Tennessee 
are built of bluish gray (fossillife- 
rous) limestone, beautifully varigated, and 
was ODtained from a quarry one-half mile to the 
west of Nashvilie.

That in common or vulzar lan- 
guage it is sometimes called marbdie, no 
one denies; but assuredly itis not a true marble 
ss contemp ated by the legislature: nor is ita 
gianite rock: therefore, it cannot justly be a!lo ved 
as the prine pal material under the terms, ‘‘granite 
rock and marble.”’ 
‘AS FAR AS PRACTICABLE,”’ 

j he positive aflirmance is, ‘‘the said capitol shall 
be buiit of granite rock and marble, as far as prac- 
ticable.” The last four words of the predicate, 
indicating appropriate placement of the granite 
end marbie as the principal materials that must 
be used in the main structure of the building, by 
the means given. 

Says Webster, practicable is sometimes synono- 
mous with possible, but the words differ 
in this: Possible is applied to that 
which might be opepeess if the necessary 

owers Or means could be obtained; practicable is 
lpmited in its appiication to things which are to 
be periormed by the means given, or which may 
be supplied.”’ 

That's as plain as the glare of the noonday sun- 
beams that pour in end lightup your legislative 
halls. Thestatute does not say, if practicable. 
The if would bave given the synonomous import, 
and perhaps alligned the commissioners withsome 
Archimedes shrinking back at the possible idea of 
lifting the world, 

But the positive mandate has gone forth, re- 
quiring ‘‘granite rock and marble,” as the princi- 
pa: material to be used in building the 
capitol, intending that the state should 
have agranite and marble capitol; and that any 
and all’ appropriations, as well as tbe cost and 
manner and placement of all unspecitied mater- 
ials, must be subordinated to the imperative 
demand. 

PERSONAL PRIVILEGES. 

Ah, itis asked, ‘‘who and whence and where is 
this man Bell who assumes to know so much?’ 
‘His ways are eccentric;’’ and ‘his methods in 
this movement are erratic.”’ 

Well, to remove all prejudice and envy and 
revengéful ill-will that some might indulge 
toward we, to the hurt of the common weal, 
I most humbly rise to say, that in fact, i 
am your fellow-citizen of Georgia, interested 
alike with youin her peace and prosperity.

Yes, indeed, I am an “obscure man’ in these 
times. And I am no learned scientist, nor the 
son of one, and would not essay to mislead you 
as such Besides the training’ of my lisp- 
ing childhood, I had only a ten monthd’s teaching 
in acountry log-house school; andam nog wri- 
ting these views of mine without the suggestion 
or aidof any living human. Butl wish you to 
bear in mind that we sometimes “learn wisdom 
from the lips of babes.’’ 

fFome very unkind and unjust surmises have 
becn uttered, insinuating against my motives and 
those ef my son in first agitating the question, 
opposing the use of this foreign oolitic limestone; 
charginvg that I have some marble quarries for 
sale, and was- disappointed because the marbles [ 
represented were {not adopted, and hence 
the interest we maniiested, There is 
bo truth in thissurmise whatever. Having two 
marble quarries in Geofgia for sale brought me in 
contact with the Georgia marble men, and famili 
arized me withthe abundar'ce of fine marbles in 
Georgia: and when this oolitic limestone was a: 
cepted, | was utterly surprised and shocked; not 
asan egent tosell any marble quarry; but asa 
citizen of Georgia, looking to th§ peneral develop- 
ment of Georgia’s resources, aad the good ot our 
struggiipg people, and the permanent welfare of 

state; no otber motive moved either 

us to £0 forward in this eifort 

secure a capitol that would 

orthy cur noble, seli-sacrificing and patriotic 
peopie, al d the I ride of the state 

lI presented tothe board some very indifferent 
suriace specimens fromthe quarries I represent, 
Stating tothe governor as the chairman, that I 
did so merejy to give information as to some of 
the marble resources of Georgia.

Judge Tourgee’s “Appeal to Ca -sar,”’ which 
has been reviewed in these coluinns, has at- 
tracted » good deal of attention, but this is 
owing tothe inherent interest and import- 
ance of .the subject, rather than to Tourgee's 
treatment of it.

theory. In fine, they are misleading and do 
not stand investigation. This is shown bya 
writer in a current number of The Nation.

DULUTH IN FLAMES,

The Plague Revived in All ef Its Horrible 
Features, 

Paris, Noovember 11.—Between noon and 
11 o’clock last night, 97 fresh cases of cholera 
and 11 deaths were reported in this bike 
Three numbers do not include the addit; nal 
eases and deaths which occurred at the fox 
hitais. At Bretuelas, in the hos pital set apart 
for old men, there were f} Ve more deaths. In 
numerous instances the victims were seized by 
the dread disease mm the most sudden manner 
with hardly a premonition. Many were 
stricken on the streets, in omnibuses and other 
publie places, or when about their ordinary 
vocations. The hospitals set apart for the 
use of cholera patients is already full to over- 
flowing, and others are being placed in readi- 
ness as rapidly as circumstances will permit. 
many cases have occurred among the troops 
at the garrison. In nearly all the barracks 
some soldiers have been attacked. It the 
epidemic continues an order will be issued 
closing the public schools. The eastern and 
central portion of the city are the ones most at- 
fected. The residences occupied principally 
by English and American people are ia most 
excellent sanitary condition. 

Upto noon to day there were thirty-six 
deaths from cholera, including those in the 
hospitals. 

There have been six fresh

cholera 
since midnight and 36 deaths. The victims of 
the epidemic are mostly ill fed or dissipated, 
and are rarely of robust constitution, As soon 
as it is known thata case of cholera isin a 
tenement, two constables are assigned to guard 
the house until the patient is taken to the hos- 
pital. Two deaths by cholera are reported at 
Donlon to-day.
